In a letter received some time 
ago by Theo. Reist from Ephraim 
Weber of Saskatoon, the first school 
teacher in Didsbury and brother of 
Mr. M. Weber, proprietor of the 
Rosebud Flour Mill, the following 
interesting facts are related: 

“Yes, I was the first school teach- 
er in the Didsbury — settlement, 
though the school was a_ private 
one. A vote on the formation of a 
public school district had been leg- 
tally taken, but owing to some bach- 
elor voters and others without any 
}children of school age, the result 
was a defeat. Then the parents of 
the school-age children asked me to 
teach them. I was given the north 
end of the Immigrant Shed, a Do- 
minion Government building, to set 
up equipment and start. I taught 
the public school course which was 
quite satisfactory to the parents. 

The school days were Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays of the 
summer months. School hours were 
as for public schools. My salary was 
10 cents per pupil per day, provid- 
ing the pupil was present. Not all 
parents could pay completely in 
cash; one made up his shortcoming 
by letting me have his little half- 
window sash for my homestead 
shack, and his spare grindstone.

Subsidy payments are 25¢ a 
bushel on purchases of all grades 
of barley and on purchases of 
wheat having a value equal to or 
less than 4 northern. The subsidy 
on oats is 10¢c a bushel on all 
grades. 

These subsidies are payable by 
the government to stock and poul- 
try feeders who purchase wheat, 
oats or barley for their own feed- 
ing requirements. While it applies 
to feeders in all Canadian _ pro- 
vinces, it is of greatest interest to 
those in Ontario, Quebee and Bri- 
tish Columbia, who are large pur- 
chasers of western feed grains.

COUNTRY-WIDE CHECK 
FOR U.S. CURRENCY 


At the "request of the Foreign 
Exchange Control Board, the R.C. 
M.P. have commenced a country- 
wide check of the way in which 
storekeepers, service stations, ho- 
tels and others are handling U.S. 
currency received from _ tourists. 

The U.S. dollar expenditures of 
tourists in Canada are one of the 
main sources of the foreign ex- 
change needed to pay for Canadian 
imports and other normal expendi- 
tures in the United States. So that 
the U.S. dollars spent by tourists 
will be available for these purposes, 
the Foreign Exchange Control 
Regulations require that Canadian 
merthants and others turn the U.S. 
currency they receive into their 
banks. 

Officials of the board said the re- 
ports they have received indicate 
that many merchants are not turn- 
ing in their U.S. dollar receipts 
but are paying them out freely in 
change and in some cases are sell- 
ing them to the public in exchange 
for Canadian currency. This has 
led to the check-up now being 
made and where breaches of the 
Regulations are found, prosecutions 
under the Foreign Exchange Con- 
trol Act will be commenced. 

Under the regulations a merch- 
ant, hotelkeeper or other person 
engaged in a business serving tour- 
ists may accept U.S. currency at 
par and may make change in US. 
currency for a non-resident tourist 
who tends U.S. currency in pay- 
ment for purchases. For this reason 
a merchant may keep on hand a 
reasonable amount of U.S. currency 
but, with this one exception, is re- 
quired to turn in to his bank all 
U.S. currency he recieves. 

In no circumstances is a merch- 
ant, hotelkeeper, etc. entitled under 
the Regulations to pay out US. 
currency in exchange for Canadian 
currency or in change to a Can- 
adian resident, even though the 
latter may have tendered U.S. cur- 
rency in payment for a purchase,

The question is 10 years old, and 
is at the present moment still un- 
answered to the satisfaction of the 
ranchers, who have been acting as 
unwilling hosts to hundreds of head 
of elk ranging along the foot of the 
mountains in Waterton Lakes Na- 
tiona! Park. In summer these elk 
are not so much in evidence, as they 
are in winter and spring when they 
actually threaten the very existenc: 
of the cattlemen, In years past they 
concentrated on hay stacks, destroy 
ling feed reserves, but the last few 
|vears they have increased to the 
‘place where they are actually de- 
| stroying the range and forage crops 
lon the field 

The elk question involves 
provincial government, 
government, the sportsmen and the 
rancher. To date it has been passed 
j} back and forth like a hot potato 
between the authorities of the game 
branch at Edmonton and the Parks 
administration at Ottawa with nei- 
ther one offering any practical solu- 
tion to the problem so far. Many

Last April I flew from Scotland 
to London and it was hard to real- 
ize that I was not back in Canada 
in midwinter, for the whole 
countryside almost up to London 
was covered with snow, something 
never before recorded, Later on 
when this snow melted, large areas 
flooded, and great damage 
was done about which a report has 
recently been issued. It is found 
that the snow and the floods spoil- 
ed a considerable part of Britains 
arable land, that over one anda 
quarter million sheep died in the 
drifts, 30,000 head of cattle were 
lost and vast numbers of calves and 
pigs and poultry were lost.

W.C. McNamara, assistant chief 
commissioner of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, told a convention of 
the Western Millers’ Association at 
Winnipeg last week that he feared 
the western wheat crop would fall 
as low as 350 million bushel. 

(Last year’s production of wheat 
in the three western provinces to- 
talled 400 million bushels, while 
production in 1945 totalled 294 mil- 
lion bushels). 

Dealing with the world situation, 
Mr. McNamara said that there is a 
distinct danger that famine may 
prevail in some countries. He said 
cereal production is still far below 
pre-war levels in all major food 
producing areas of Europe and 
Asia. Especially marked has been 
the decline of rice production in 
those countries which were big pro- 
ducers before the war. He did not 
look for any wheat exports from 
the Danube Basin, and expressed 
the opinion that whatever surplus 
wheat Russia raises will be needed 
in Eastern Germany.
